ling -(as much as might bee) to burie the remembrance. of d5/cunion 
and lay the deadly feids running is 4 blond berwixt- the borderevs, 
thought meet to exy+ «ile his t5rle of rhe uſuall diftin® names of England 
and Scotland; and as both made but one Iſland, ſo hee compriſed SS 
in that one ancient appe//ative of great Britain. 
. This V/njox under a native King of Scotland, was an bappy occafion 
for that poore Kingdom, to augment their repwre and fortunesz and as in 
ſachcaſes it is vſuall for the FA to drive a purchaſe upon the greater, by 
cloſing in as neare as jea/onfie wil permit; ſo the Scors(inamoured of the c/#- 
fer: of our (naar) lolt no time in getting ground on this ſide Forder, viz. 
Tweed, till many of them became poſſeſiors of fair ———_— were able 
to vie Lordſhips with our wealthieſt Zng/;5. To this height they arrived 
through the favour of that Ki»g,which drew many more into a defire' of 
the warmer Sun,and an emulation of their friends happineſſe here in £ng/and. 
But toward the /atter end of King James, the peſeger began to be b/ocke 
#p at Court by the Prelates faction,who judged it dangerous for their Hic- 
archie,to-ſee men of that Nation in-too great a number & power,near hand, 
toe: fear leſt rhe ſame hxmvor which had deprefſed Epiſcopal! pomp there, 
might in time have an s»flwence here alſo;{o that by this means nor only the 
afietions of King Iames, (whoſe ordinary Apophthegme was, no Biſhop, no 
King) were a little weaxed ; but he being dead,the ſame Connſells prevailed 
ppon the new King, his Sou (one cafily wrought any way to gratifie his 
Clergy)to a diſ-obliging of the Scots: who ſeeing themſelves now quite out 
of hope of thriving by the Kings favour ; and knowing well upon what 
ground, and by whole meanes things were thus carried, concluded then 
there was no way to get into the Nation, but upon the raine of our Biſhops; 
which muſt neceſſarily follow, if they could introduce the Preſbytersall 
government, which them/elves had received in Scotland: and this t 
found was no hard matter to effe#,ſince there were gvavy that way affefted 
in £nglandand their g-—_ highly inflamed,by reaſon of the r:goroxs dea- 
ling & tyrannical pride of ſome (ergy-men,which rendred their whole Gy- 
der and government, odious to the more tender conſciences, & prepared the 
people (40od-winks)to entertain any change;though totheir own preindice. 
This being (on the other ſide) immediately reſented by the Brſbops, they 
judged it belt to be before hand with the Scors; and firſt(to try their patience, 
and Pick a quarrel, on purpoſe to tame them by fore) a new Leiturgie was 
contrived, ſent, and impoſed upon them ; the offer whereof bred ſo much 
indignation in the one perry,-as a-refuſall did in the other (both glad _

but muſt of neceſſity, be tranſlated toward Scorlaud, where it had its Ors- 
gina: And though the Scors need not. feare, being valiant enough, and 
having one advantage above all other men, in poſleſsing /z:rle that may w- 
Wite men to a conquelt;yet it wilbe chaſt:s/ement enough tol e beatenhome, 
& kept there from their uſuall way of rhriving,2y intercomrſe with Engl. w!.
